to rest. 
'temporarily the regiment is loaned 
lie French for the operation of 
ult railroad. 
'Flu* Sammies may stay 
ii tin- job there for Hie duration of 
lie war or they may be shifted to 
vane other line. 
They get French ra­ 
tions and their road is a part of the 
French system. 
But they wear their 
own uniform, draw 
American 
pay, 
and run the road by their own m eth­ 
od, which means economy of m an­ 
power. 
At some points their line is within
